GERSON  LEIBER,  born  in  Brooklyn  in  1921,  studied  art  in  Hungary 
during  the  last  war.  On  his  return  to  the  U.S.  he  continued  his  studies 
at  the  Art  Student's  League  and  at  the  Brooklyn  Museum  Art  School. 
He  received  a  Tiffany  Scholarship  in  1957.  A  painter  and  printmaker, 
Leiber  has  had  several  one-man  shows  in  New  York.  His  printmaking  is 
chiefly  confined  to  the  intaglio  processes  in  which  he  has  knowledgeable 
skill.

HIDEO  HAGIWARA  is  a  well-known  painter  and  woodcut  artist  in  Japan. 
Born  in  1913,  in  Kofu,  he  graduated  from  the  Tokyo  Arts  School  in  1938. 
Over  the  past  twenty  years,  in  the  wake  of  the  abstract  style,  he  developed 
as  an  artist  under  the  impetus  of  Onchi's  leadership.  His  work  is  still  deeply 
rooted  in  the  Japanese  tradition.

In  our  series  #9  we  offered  two  prints 
by  this  artist  which  were  very  soon  sold  out.  We  are 
fortunate  in  securing  another  one  of  Erni's  newest 
graphic  works.  Of  this  edition  we  have  fifty  lithographs 
only.  As  always  we  shall  honor  requests  in  the  order 
on  which  they  arrive  at  our  office.  For  the  convenience 
of  our  new  members  we  hereby  repeat  our  introduction 
to  Hans  Erni  which  appeared  in  the  previous  bulletin. 

Erni  hardly  needs  introduction  in  the  United  States. 
His  one  man  shows  at  Knoedler  Gallery,  New  York 
and  the  Main  Street  Gallery,  Chicago  came  long  after 
his  great  reputation  as  a  graphic  artist,  muralist  and 
painter  in  Switzerland  and  other  European  countries 
was  firmly  established. 

In  much  of  his  graphic  work  he  seems  to  strive  success- 
fully for  the  translation  of  classical  myths  and  their 
traditional  Greek  forms  into  the  idioms  of  our  time.

ROBERT  MARX  was  born  in  Ger- 
many in  1925.  His  studies,  with  the 
exception  of  one  year  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Heidelberg,  were  completed  at 
the  University  of  Illinois.  At  present 
he  is  on  the  faculty  of  the  University 
of  Wisconsin. 

"The  Strike"  is  a  print  that  is  both 
attractive  and  forceful.  It  attracts  at 
once  because  of  the  color  scheme, 
cherry  red,  black,  grey  and  green.  The 
precision  of  the  clean  cutting  of  the 
linoleum  blocks  emphasizes  a  bold 
harmonious  design  in  which  large  areas 
of  white  play  an  important  part.  Al- 
though the  fish  has  become  again  a 
modern  symbol,  Marx  uses  it  in  quite 
a  straightforward  way.  "The  Strike" 
is  evident  and  economical  in  its  lack 
of  unnecessary  detail.
